London. Jan. 18. — The Times pub- 
lishes the following dispatch from 
Spearman's farm, dated January 17, 
9:20 p. m.: 

“The force marched westward on 
January 10. Lord Dundonald by a 
dashing- movement occupied the hills 
above Potpieters drift. 15 miles west 
of Colenso. taking the Boers com- 
pletely by surprise. 

“The same evening the infantry fol- 
lowed. Gen. Lytleton's brigade crossed 
the river yesterday, and to-day 
shelled the Boer trenches beyond 
with howitzers. 

“Gen. Warren's force is now cross- 
ing Trichardte drift five miles above. 
He is not opposed, although the Iioers 
are holding a position five miles from 

the river. ' 

This news completely disposes of 
the statement that Sir Charles War- 
ren’s force went in the direction of 
Weenen. and it tends greatly to re- 
store confidence to Gen. Buller's tac- 
tics. The supposition that he had di- 
vided his forces into three columns 
had given cause for anxiety. It is 
now seen that such a view was errone- 
ous, as Gen. Buller's forces are con- 
centrated. 

In Cape Colony Gen. Methuen has 
made a demonstration in force, shell- 
ing the Boer works. Gen. Gataere is 
skirmishing around Molteno. and Gen. 
French has been throwing a few shells 
at the Boers at Kensberg. Col. IMumer 
is moving to the relief of Mafeking 
and Bechuanaland. He is now in com- 
mand of less than 2,000 men. Matc- 
hing is in a had way; the scige is be- 
ing pressed with determination, and 
the Kaffirs are deserting because of 
pinched rations and the necessity of 
eating horse meat. 

The Standard pub'ishes an account 
of the assault upon Ladysmith on 
June 6 which shows that the garrison 
was surprised and that several times 
the situation was cjntjcal. Out of de- 
tachment of 30 Gordon Ilighianders 
surrendered every man was 
wounded, sS\s the cTTrreKpondenJ^ 
Curiously enough, this i6 the lirst 
mention of the capture of Highland- 
ers. The Boer repulse at I^ulysmith 
was the heaviest counter stroke of 
the war. 

London, Jan. 18. — A special to the 
Times from Spearman's farm, dated 
January 17. says: “The British col- 

umn moved to Spearman’s farm, be- 
yond Springfield, on January 11. The 
difficulties in crossing the swollen 
river were great, the wagons being 
quite covered.” 

London, Jan. 18. — The Pietermaritz- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
telegraphing late Wednesday evening, 
January 17. says: “Arrivals from Est- 

court report that there was fighting 
on the Tugela t onlay. The result is 
not known here.” 

Lorenzo Marques. Jan. 15. — A dis- 
patch by way of Beira. dated January 
11. announces that Col. Plnmer has 
arrived near Mochudi. about 100 miles 
north of Mafeking. with a portion of 
his forces from Tuli. 

Sterkst room. Jan. 17. — Gen. Gataere 
has warned the Boer commandant 
that if the women are not removed, 
they must take their chances of being 
shot in the event of an attack. All is 
quiet here. 

London. Jan. IS. — The Daily Mail 
has the following, dated January 17. 
from Pietermaritzburg: “News has 

been received that Buller is making 
satisfactory progress.” 

Modder River. Cape Colony, Jan. 18. 
— There was a demonstration in force 
under Gen. Methuen Tuesday, a di- 
vision being engaged, with the object 
of ascertaining the strength and dis- 
position of the Boer force, and also 
in order to try to draw the Boers from 
Kimberley, where lately they have 
been active. The British discovered 
the Boers in great force, and being re- 
inforced from the direction of Jaeobs- 
dal. 

At 4:30 the artillery opened fire, the 
shells dropping in the Boer entrench- 
ments with great precision. The at- 
tack was directed against the Boer 
left. The firing continued until sun- 
set. mostly with artillery, although 
the guards, on the right, fired some 
long range volleys. The Boers re- 
served their fire until the British were 
returning to camp in the darkness, 
when six shells followed them. 
There were no casualties among the 
British troops. 

Fire on Board a fhlp. 

London, Jan. 18. — A fire broke out 
on the evening of January 15 in the 
cotton between decks of the British 
steamer Knaresbro, which arrived at 
Antwerp on January 9 from Galves- 
ton. Holes were cut in the upper 
deck, through which the between 
decks were Hooded, and after seven 
hours the fire was extinguished. The 
cargo in the first and second holds 
suffered considerably. 

There la One .More Left. 

New York, Jan. 17. — Lieut. Howard, 
who has just died in Washington, and 
who was pilot of the Monitor during 
her brief but famous career, was not 
the sole survivor of the company of 
that vesael of war. There is still in 
lb« active service of the revenue ma- 
rine a former officer of higher rank 
than Lieut. Howard, Capt. Louis X. 
Stodder, of the revenue cutler service, 
who w-as master's mate of the Moni- 
tor when she sunk, off Hatteras. on 
the night of December 31, 1962. He ;s 
now in command of the anchorage 
Bernice in New York harbor. 






THE FINANCIAL BILL. 

Senate Will Vote on the Measure 
Thursday, February 15— 

Hoar Ii Set. 

Washington, Jan. 18. — The senate 
has agreed to vote on the financial bil 
on Thursday, February 15. No houi 
was set, however. 

The senate committee on foreign re- 
lations Wednesday agreed to report 
favorably the convention known ai 
The Hague treaty, negotiated last 
year. The treaty was not amended. 

The committee also acted favorably 
upon the extradition treaties with Pe- 
ru and Argentine, also the treaty to 
continue the Mexican boundary com- 
mission. The reciprocity treaties were 
not considered. 

When the house met Wednesday it 
decided by a vote of 174 to 138 that the 
census bill reported by Mr. Hopkins 
(111.) Tuesday was privileged. 

Mr. Barney (Wis.), from the com- 
mittee on appropriations, reported the 
pension appropriation bill. 

The house then went into commit- 
tee of the whole and resumed the con- 
sideration of the urgent deficiency 
bill under the five-minute rule. 

The senate adopted the modified 
Hale resolution relating to the seizure 
of flour in Delagoa bay. The resolu- 
tion. as It passed the senate, reads: 
“Whereas, It is alleged that property 
of citizens of the United States, not 
contraband of war, has been lately 
seized by the military authorities of 
' Great Britain in and near Delagoa bay. 
South Africa, without good reason for 
same, and contrary to the accepted 
principles of international law; and 
“Whereas, It is alleged said property 
is now unjustly detained by the mili- 
tary authorities of Great Britain, in 
disregard of the rights of the own- 
ers of the same; therefore be it 
“Resolved bv the senate of the Unit- 
ed States, That the president is here- 
by requested to send to the senate, if 
in his opinion not incompatible with 
the public interest, all information in 
the possession of the state depart- 
ment relating to said alleged seizure 
and detention, and also to inform the 
senate what steps have been taken in 
requesting the restoration of pro|v- 
erty taken and detained as aforesaid. 

INTERNAL REVENUE TAX. 

An Excess of Rereipt* Over Expen- 
diture* Will Cause a Redaction 
on Several Article*. 

Washington, Jan. IS. — In view’ of the 
excess of revenue over expenditures 
and the probability that receipts will 
be larger next year than now. and 
that the treasury will not need the 
money for current expenses, the at- 
tention of the ways and means com- 
mittee has been directed to the sub- 
ject of the internal revenue, with the 
idea of amending the law if reduction 
of taxes is favored. 

Several propositions have been 
mooted, among them being the de- 
mand of the brewers to have the beer 
tax cut in half. This suggestion has 
been taken under consideration by a 
subcommittee, and it is understood tc 
be their opinion that if any of the 
taxes are soon dispensed with the first 
to be taken off will be those on ex- 
press receipts and telegraph messages, 
both of which are added to the cost 
of carrying. 

'1 he committee is not ready to cut 
the $2 beer tax. but it may try to re- 
peal the stamp taxes on receipts and 
messages, which do not amount to 
much in the aggregate, but are irritat- 
ing to the public. To cut the beer 
tax would be to drop half of $68,000,00( 
which amount was about the revenue 
from fermented liquors during the 
laEt year. 

MAKING HIMSELF SOLID. 

Gen. Wood Getting on the Right 
Side of the Havana Newspaper* 
by I'aylnK Hi* Subscription. 

Havana, Jan. 18. — The newspapers 
comment favorably upqp the fact that 
Gen. Wood has subscribed for each 
daily newspaper and given instruc- 
tions that the bills for the same shall 
be presented to him each month per- 
sonally. The Diario de la Marina 
says: “It is the first time in the his- 

tory of the island when a governor 
general has either paid or offered to 
pay a newspaper subscription.” 

Gen. Wood left for the province of 
Pinar del Rio. accompanied by Gens. 
Lee and Chaffee with their aides. His 
object is to inspect conditions in that 
part of the island and he will visit a 
number of the smaller towns and 
make a close personal examination, so 
far as the time limit of the journey 
will permit. 

Window Washer's Good Fortune. 

Chicago, Jan. 18. — Patrick O’Don- 
nell, a window washer and houseman 
at the Hotel Graee.'Jackson boulevard 
and Clark street, has received positive 
assurances from Philadelphia that his 
claim to being one of the principal 
heirs to the $8,000,000 Ball estate of 
that city has been recognized, and 
that within a few days his share of 
the estate, estimated at $2,500,000, will 
be turned over to him under an order 
of the probate court. The estate has 
been under court management for 
eight years.

Toward daylight, 
which came none too early, the he»t had 
gone from my blood, and someth! ng .Ike a 
chill took its place, and with the first 
of lividness in the clouds above I set out, 
more from an instinct toward flight than 
from any definite plan. The Dove was my 
destination, but it was only to be ap- 
proached by night, and it was scarce an 
hour’s walk from where I sat. Nothing 
could be gained by wandering aimlessly, yet 
such was the spirit of flight within me that 
even movement partook of the natu.e of 
safety, and the loadstone attracting me lay 
still to the northward.

I was now close to the Kingsbridge road 
agaip, and not half a mile from the Dove. 
The storm had cleared with the going down 
of the sun, leaving the air cool and pleasant, 
but, though I am a lover of nature and prone 
to mark the effect of storm and sunshine, I 
remember little of this evening save that it 
was a gorgeous one, witn a moon, something 
less thau half-grown, swimming in the sky 
like a cleft coin.

Legis ative Notes. 

The Kentucky Legi-lature formal 1 }’ 
elected Hon. J. C. S. Blackburn United 
States Senator, Wednesday, to succeed 
Senator William Lindsay. 

Representative Klair, of Fayette, in- 
troduced a bill appropriating $50,000 for 
improving the Eastern Kentucky Asy- 
lum at Lexington. The appropriation is 
designated to cover a laundry, hospital 
for colored patients, new beating appar- j 
atus. outbuildings, fences, etc. 

The Gubernatorial Contest Committees j 
have been in session since Monday and 
have examinad a number of witnesses. 

A number of new bills were intro- 
duced in the Legislature Tuesday. 
Among them a bill to repeal the Goebel 
Election law; a bill providing for 
change of venue where a prisoner is 
threatened with mob violence ; a bill to 
authorize the Mayor of Louisville to ap- 
point the law clerk of the City Attorney; 
a bill appropriating $50,000 for the 
Eastern Asylum; a bill 10 introduce the 
Bertillion system instate prisons; a bill 
to create a fireman’s pension fund in 
Louisville, a bill to prohibit nepotism; a 
bill requiring passenger trains to stop at 
all stations: a bill to require railroads to 
to fence their property, and a bill al- 
lowing counties to vote an ad valorem 
taxforioal purposes. 



Democrats Sustained. 

The Court of Appeals Tuesday render- 
ed ;a decision nullifying Governor Tay- 
lor’s appointments of W. H. Mackoy and 
A. M. J. Cochran as Election Commit- 
aioners, enjoining them from acting and 
sustaining the Democratic Commission- 
ers, Poyntz, Fulton and Yontz. The 
Commissioners will try the contests in 
the cases of minor State offices. 

June Gayle Sworn In. 

Congressman June W. Gayle, suc- 
cessor to the late Evan E. Settle, look 
the oath of office in the House Monday. 
He was accompanied by Representatve 
Berrv He was assigned to the seat 
recently made vacant by resignation of 
Governor-elect Smith, of Maryland 

Mr. Gayle was introduced to Speaker 
Henderson Monday morning by Col. 
Berry. The Speaker is being urged to 
assign Mr. Gayle to the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds. This is 
tbe first Congress that Kentucky has not 
been represented on this committee for 
several years. 

A Washington telegram to the Louis- 
ville Times states that Congressman 
June Gayle aays he will introduce a bill < 
for public buildings at Paris and 
Georgetown. Ky. 

The Washington Post discribes Gayle 
as a very entertaining young|statesman. 
He is attired in fashion, having, instead 
of the usual black Prince Albert, a very 
dressy garment of rough gray cloth, 
His head is well rounded, and his 
smooth, ruddy face iu lighted up by ex- 
pressive brown eyes.

A Voting Machine. 

January A Connell, of this city, have 
secnred the rights to sell the Standard 
Voting Machine, which has been legal- 
ized by the legislatures of New York, 
Ohio, Michigan and Minnesota, and 
which has been adopted by the cities of 
Buffalo, Rochester, Utica and Ithica, 
N. Y. 

The machine shows a regnlar State 
ballot with all of the tickets to be voted 
for, together with a finger pointing to 
each name on the ballot. Tbe voter 
selects his ticket and by palling the 
Straight Ticket Knob over the emblem 
vjtes for every name ou the ticket. If 
be wishes to vote a split ticket he moves 
the fingei back from the name he wishes 
to scratch, then pulls the Straight 
Ticket Knob. The lever he pulls to 
throw open tbe curtains registers and 
counts his vote. The machine has no 
spoiled ballots and no blanks. Every 
vote is registered and coanted and the 
result can be known in a remarkably 
short time after the polls are closed. 
After tbe polls are closed and the 
machine locked against voting, tbe rear 
doors are unlocked and the vote of each 
candidate is shown on tbe counters 
ready to be copied for tbe election 
returns. 

Tbe machine was need at the Novem- 
ber election at Buffalo and an boar after 
the polls closed the evening papers pub- 
lished correct returns from the 108 dis- 
trict in the city. 

Mr. Jannary has already talked with 
a number of tbe Kentucky legislators 
regarding the machine, and the manu- 
facturer will come to Frankfort in Feb- 
ruary to have the machine, used in Ken- 
tucky.

and Boston is the oldest in point of 
continuous service in America, the 
first steamers having been put on in 
i&24. 17 years after the first practical 
application of steam to the propulsion 
ol vessels. Among the early vessels 
on the line was the Chancellor Living- 
ston, in which Commodore Vanderbilt 
had an interest. She was built in 
New York in 1S1G. and was considered 
the masterpiece of Fulton. She had 
three smokestacks, three masts, a 
bowsprit and jibboom, and carried a 
huge squaresail on the foremast, with 
fore-and-aft sails on the main. The 
Bangor, built in New York, was the 
first new boat that ever came to 
Maine. She was about 400 tons, well 
fitted for her time and did a profitable 
generally carrying about 120

business 

passengers on a trip at the rate of six 
dollars each, between Bangor and Bos- 
ton. She ran on the Bangor and Bos- 
ton route until the fall of 1S41, and 
in 1S42 she was taken to the Medi- 
terranean, where, for some time, she 
was engaged in carrying pilgrims 
from Alexandria on their way to Mec- 
ca. When she arrived over there, be- 
ing painted white, not a Mussulman 
would step foot on her, white being 
their mourning color; so she was 
painted black, and then busine ; s flour- 
ished in the pilgrim trade. The Ban- 
gor was purchased by the sultan of 
Turkey and added to his r.avy. An- 
other steamer named Bangor, a pro- 
peller, made a few trips between Ban- 
gor and Boston, and was then pur- 
chased by the United States govern- 
ment and sent out to take part in the 
attack on Vera Cruz, where she won 
fame. She was the first iron steamer 
ever built in America. 

In 1S63 the steamer Katahdin ap- 
peared. The Katahdin was in many 
respects the most remarkable side- 
wheel steamboat ever produced in the 
United States. She was as good a sea 
boat as most of the propeller steam- 
ers. fast in her day. and was followed 
by the most surprising good fortune. 
Other boats were wrecked in the 
storms that she went through with- 
out the least trouble, and others would 
strike on rocks along the dangerous 
coast of Maine that the Katahdin al- 
ways dodged. She never lost either a 
passenger or any freight, and. in 
short, such was her luck, that down 
east people, especially sailor men, 
came to regard her as haring a 
charmed existence. She continued to 
run between Boston and Bangor, with 
the exception of a few winters on 
Long Island sound, until the summer 
of 1S95, when she was broken up for 
her metal. 

Steambeating down east is a very 
different thing now from what it was 
in the old days. It is related by old 
travelers that, before the war, and 
e'en later, the bill of fare on the 
boats consisted chiefly of ham and 
eggs. There was nothing much to eat, 
but a great plenty to drink. Now 
there is a great variety to eat and not 
to much to drink. 

Capt. Charles B. Sanford, who for 
many years was the ruling spirit of 
the Boston and Bangor line, was one 
of the most picturesque characters on 
this coast. He was at one time worth 
about $231,003, all made in steamboat- 
ir.g. but he lived high and at the time 
of his death, a few years ago, had very 
little property. He was absolute mas- 
ter of his beats, and his word was law 
in everything. Some of his sayings 
and doings are related to this day. al- 
though he retired from steamboating 
in* 1875. Once the steamer Cambridge 
ran into a schooner in the Penobscot 
river and sent her to the bottom, cut- 
ting her in halves. Capt. Sanford was 
below at the time, at dinner. Feeling 
the shook, he rushed up into the pilot 
house and asked what had happened. 

“We’ve sunk a schooner, sir,” re- 
sponded the quartermaster. 

‘‘Where is she?” asked the captain. 

“Well, the forward part of her is 
over here to starboard, and the after 
part of her to port,” was the reply. 

The quartermaster expected that 
the captain would rake all hands o.cr 
the coals, but Capt. Sanford seemed 
rather pleased than otherwise. 
"That’s the way!” he roared, . "that’s 
the way — ween you hit ’em, cut ’em 
right in two!” 

Then he went below and finished his 
dinner as though nothing had hap- 
pened. — N. Y. Sun.

call them drains. These trenches must 
be real drains; that is, they must have 
a gcod fall to a clear outlet, ar.d be in 
every respect capable of carrying the 
water away. The road must be round- 
ed up in the center so as to shed the wa- 
ter quickly to the side drains. There 
must be a track in the center of the 
road along- which travel can pass. This 
track must be hard and smooth so as to 
afford the least friction to travel, pre- 
vent ruis and at the same time permit 
water to run off the sides quickly. Ruti 
and boles must not be permitted to' 
form, but be filled up as soon as they 
appear. The drainage must not be 
abandoned with the taking care of the 
surface water, but in many instances 
must extend below the surface in the 
form of tile underdrains, so as to form 
a firm foundation and lessen the de- 
structive action of the frost — injurious 
only to w et and w ater soaked roads. In 
addition to the simple work on roads, 
better methods with regard to culvert 
and bridge construction are greatly 
needed. The principles above enum- 
erated with respect to roads require an 
infinity of special methods and treat- 
ments in arriving at the best results ac- 
cording as the land is high lying or low; 
is clay, sand, vegetal/ie-mold, etc.; is 
difficult of drainage; according to the 
extent of travel, the quality of road 
metal obtainable — these and many 
other varying conditions. That road

BEETS AND SUGAR CANE. 

More c t tbe Former Is Manufactured 
'Ilian of tbe Other 
Variety. 

The world’s production of sugar for 
the year now ending has reached the 
enormous total cf 6.414.0C0 tons. The 
production of this staple commodity 
has increased 3% times since 1872, when 
the output was only 2,019,000 tons. The 
average price per pound, however, has 
declined considerably more than one- 
half during the same period, or from 
5.37 cents in the earlier year to 2.39 
cents for the year 1898 — the average for 
the current year not yet being ascer- 
tainable. 

Beet sugar production slightly sur- 
passed that of car.e sugar for the first 
lime in 1883, when 2,147,000 tons of the 
former were produced, as against 2,107,- 
000 tons of the latter. Notwithstanding 
the growing cheapness of the commod- 
ity and the European bounty system for 
beet sugar, the quantity of cane sugar 
produced continued to increase from 
year to year until 1895 when it amount- 
ed to 3,530,000 tons. The destruction of 
the Cuban plantations accounts for the 
fact that the output of cane sugar has 
declined until the quantity manufac- 
tured during the current year amount- 
ed to only 2,904,000 tens/as compared 
with 5.510,000 tens of beet sugar. It is 
not likely that the limit of the world’s 
oemand for sugar has even nearly 
been reached, and with the introduc- 
tion of improved methods the West In- 
dian cane growers should be able to 
meet and overcome the competition of 
tLe European beet farmers. It is not 
in the nature of things that an essen- 
tially tropical product should be per- 
manently displaced by a substitute 
grown in the lighter soil and under the 
less fervid rays of the sun of the tem- 
perate zone.— Philadelphia Record.
